Spiritualism 

But you can’t get one of

Tests 

Every thing that does not ex- 
alt Jesus Christ as the Savior 
of man, and God as the Father 
of Man, and the Holy Ghost as 
the GUIDE of Man, is ANTI- 
CHRIST. 1 John 2:22. The 


| Spirit of Christ is never exalt- 


ed, humiliation was one of His 
greatest characteristics, and 
whatever lack of humiliation we 
have need of, is the amount of 
Antichrist we have, because 
Christ humbled Himself, and 
the Antichrist exalteth him- 
self. Cf. Col. 2:8, with 2 Thess. 
2:4. 

The Preacher that wants 
preeminence and the Officer 
that wants to lord it over his 
brethren, are chuck full of 
Antichrist. The Word said, be 
clothed with humiliation, sub- 
mitting one unto another. 1 Pet. 
5:5, because all ye are brethren. 
Matt. 23:8. There should be in 
our midst three things in com- 
mon, UNITY, EQUALITY. and 
COOPERATION, these are true 
characteristics of a Christian 
experience in Christ. 

Exaltation 

The habit of exaltation is 
dangerous to the one that does 
the exalting of an_ individual, 
and also to the one exalted, as 
humility and abasement are 
Christian marks and are ina 
definite need, so is exaltation a 
mark of Anti-Christian. Some 
preachers get mad if they are 
not invited to preach, and that 
is a sure sign that they were not 
anointed for preaching, but 
were full of self and wanted to 
be seen and heard, such a man 
needs to sober up before he en- 
ters the pulpit. 

And wanting to be flattered 
or praised is not a Christian 
mark, but is Anti-Christian: 
and often it is very ruinous to 
many preachers. A man was 
never such a poor preacher as 
when he thinks he is a good 
preacher, and wants to be pat- 
ted on the back and told “my 
you sure did preach today. He 
sure is improving.” This 
variably is injurious. 

I heard of an incident in the 
early days of Pentecost, about 
twenty years ago, when the out- 
pouring was beginning in Eu- 
rope. I do not recall the City 
now where this incident occur- 
ed, but a party that was present 
when it happened is my author- 
ity for the statement, which I 
believe to be true, as his is a 
ministry backed by signs and 
wonders and is perhaps today 
the most authoritative speaker 
in Europe, and of an_ Interna- 
tional reputation. He relates an 
instance like this, when a very 
precious young man, a student 
of Theology, and one of the 
best speakers in the City was 
seeking his Baptism of the
